"MURDER11  WAS  SENSATIONAL! 


The  play  "Murder  in  the  Cathedral"  was  a  triumph  but  not 
right  from  the  beginning.  Even  with  the  effective  use  of  music 
to  set  the  mood  of  the  play,  the  lack  of  conviction  in  the  chorus 
and  especially  the  priests  gave  it  a  rather  poor  start.  The 
messenger  (Joseph  Colucci)  helped  to  bring  them  out  of  their 
repression  with  a  spirited  piece  of  acting. 

However,  with  the  entrance  of  Becket  (George  DiCiccio), 
the  play  found  its  feet  and  there  was  soon  no  doubt  that  this 
was  going  to  be  a  great  performance.  DiCiccio  possessing  excellent 
stage  presence  as  well  as  fine  voice  modulation  tone,  and  even 
accent  was  a  natural  for  the  part.  Even  more  than  these  qualifi- 
cations, it  was  his  ability  to  dominate  the  set  along  with  his 
conscientious  attention  to  the  meaning  of  the  play  that  provided 
a  matrix  for  the  supporting  actors  to  work  within.  Each  one  could 
see  by  his  reactions  what  effect  his  or  her  role  was  having  on 
Becket.  This  is  important  to  keep  everyone  on  the  stage  conscious 
of  the  immediate  action.   In  a  play  they  know  so  well  it  might  be 
easy  to  become  unconsciously  passive. 

The  four  Tempter-Knights  were  confident  and  possessed  fine 
stage  presence.  They  were  especially  good  in  handling  the  apologies 
at  the  end.   It  is  almost  ludicrous  to  have  the  knights  suddenly 
come  out  of  the  past  to  the  immediate  present  and  blandly  mull  over 
the  pros  and  cons  of  the  murder  just  passed.   Eliot  insisted  that 
this  was  not  to  be  a  joke  but  that  the  knights  represented  the 
persuasiveness  of  evil' .  Obviously  then  this  is  a  tricky  piece 
of  acting  and  the  four  played  it  to  perfection.   The  odd  chuckles 
that  were  heard  during  their  speeches  were  relief  reactions  after 
the  just  preceding  crises  of  the  play  and  not  a  sign  of  their 
failure  to  handle  this  part  as  Eliot  intended. 

I  had  said  earlier  that  the  chorus  and  priests  were  slow 
starting  but  from  the  middle  of  the  first  act  through  to  the  end  it 
was  hard  to  find  fault.  Apart  from  a  few  stumbles  over  lines  which  is 
more  than  understandable  considering  their  complexity  they  were  really 
outstanding.   Both  played  an  integral  part  in  the  emotional  develop- 
ment proceeding  the  murder.   One  incident  in  particular  comes  to  mind 
-  when  the  three  priests  are  trying  to  dLrvvjade  Becket  from  opening  the 
door,  John  Klyn  knelt  down  and  pleading,  kissed  Becket 's  ring.  This 
was  so  well  done  that  the  audience  couldn't  possibly  avoid  a  surge  of 
emotion,  pity  for  the  priest  and  love  for  the  comforting  and  loving 
Becket.  It  is  hard  to  describe  how  well  that  one  incident  was  acted! 

The  murder  was  of  course  the  highlight  of  the  play.  David  Clark  must 
be  praised  for  his  directions  at  this  crucial  moment.  Without  the  aids  of 
any  lighting  control  he  still  managed  a  dramatic  as  well  as  perfectly 
acceptable  murder.  The  action  moved  so  relentlessly  faster  and  faster, 
louder  and  louder  to  the  climax  -  who  can  say  they  didn't  have  a  beating 
heart  and  a  shortness  of  breath  when  it  was  all  over.   Judging  by  the 
standing  ovation  at  the  end  of  the  play  the  answer  must  be  -  no  one! 

Before  I  sum  up  -  let  me  comment  briefly  on  the  chorus.   Given  the  part 
which  Eliot  admitted  was  not  intended  to  have  a  precise  meaning  but  rather 
to  portray  "a  feeling  of  terror  in  ...  queer  visions"  -  they  obviously 
had  a  challenging  role  to  deal  with.   They  met  that  challenge  well.   The 
bizarre  intonation  of  their  voices  well  matched  their  grotesque  hallucin- 
ations.  The  importance  of  their  mood-setting  role  cannot  be  underestimated. 


Throughout  the  play  they  were  consistantly  good  and  their  quiet 
presentation  of  the  last  lines   of  the  play  brought  the  play  to 
a  lovely  and  meaningful  conclusion. 

Comment  must  he  made  on  the  set  which  was   simple  yet  effective, 
the  costumes  which  were  superb    (congratulations  to  Maureen  Irvine  for 
her  knights'    costumes).      The  banners  by  Norman  White  were  a  vivid 
addition  to  the   spectacle  of  the  second  act   opening. 

It  was   fitting  to  see  Katherine  Hansen  receive     a  bouquet 
of  roses.      Though  not   in  the  usual  sense,   she  was   "leading  lady" 
in  every  other  meaning  of  the  term.      Her  contribution  to  the  success 
of  the  play  was   inestimable.      A  more  well-deserved  presentation  is 
difficult  to  imagine. 

Not  much  more  can  be  said  except  that  the  play  was   incredibly  good 
in  all  respects.      Congratulations  to  David  Clark  and  the  very  talented 
cast  for  a  highly  successful  play  and  such  a  strong  start  to  dramatics 
at  Erindale  College.

ERINDALE  GIVES  BRIEF 


On  Tuesday,  December  17th,  a  delegation  consisting  of 
Dr.  Wilson,  Dean  Robinson,  Professor  Huggett  and  Paul  Kochberg 
presented  Erindale ' s  brief  to  the  Committee  on  University 
Affairs. 

The  brief  which  outlines  the  long-term  plans  for  the  develop- 
ment of  Erindale  now  has  to  be  approved  by  the  committee.  The 
brief  touches  on  more  than  just  the  plans  for  the  buildings  in 
the  future.  It  deals  with  the"philosophy  and  goals"  of  the 
College  for  one  thing  and  this  merits  comment. 

Erindale  is  to  be  designed  around  a  "close-knit  university 
town"  concept.  It  is  to  be  a  college  of  5000  students  of  arts 
and  science.  The  emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  undergraduate 
study,  the  graduate  work  to  be  handled  downtown.  The  brief  males 
very  clear  that  although  the  college  may  expand  to  even  15000 
students,  this  expansion  would  be  in  faculties  other  than  Arts 
and  Science.  The  Arts  and  Science  Faculty  will  remain  at  5000 
students. 


ERINDALS  GIVES  BRIEF  (cont'd) 

Another  point  brought  out  in  the  brief  concerned  the 
question  of  the  independence  of  the  College «  Erindale  was 
formed  with  the  stipulation  that,  !i Erindale  should  begin  as 
a  constituent  college  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  with 
flexible  plans  to  permit  it  to  separate,  should  this  become 
desirable."  However,  the  brief  makes  clear  that  the  above 
notion  "is  no  longer  taken  seriously  and  there  is  no  demand 
for  it."  There  are  too  many  advantages  belonging  to  U.  of  T. 
for  all  concerned. 

The  most  immediate  problem  to  be  handled  concerns  next 
year.  The  present  facilities  are  at  capacity  and  the  student 
body  for  next  year  is  expected  to  number  9^+0  i  The  buildings 
which  were  to  house  this  overflow  will  not  be  ready.  The 
brief  outlines  four  courses  of  action; 

1)  Rent  the  Canadian  Arsenals  Ltd.,  Dixie  Rd.  & 
Lakeshore  and  use  as  a  second  campus 

2)  Rent  portables 

3)  Euy  portables 

*f)  Erect  another  building  which  would  not  be  part 
of  the  "college  proper"  but  be  convertible  as 
the  present  building. 

Since  costs  are  not  available  for  publication  it  is  a 
little  difficult  to  predict  the  outcome  of  the  choice. 

Actually,  even  with  the  new  building  put  up,  "the  space 
per  student"  will  drop  from  110.3  sq.ft.  to  87-1  sq.ft.  So 
cherish  your  110.3  while  you  still  have  it. 

It  is  not  clear  at  the  present  time  when  a  decision  will 
be  reached  on  the  brief.
